Ninety- 
nine out of every hundred men and 
many women are smokers to-day. The 
reduction would be felt in every corer 
of the Kingdom ; and, in all probability, 
the increase in the demand for tobacco at 
the cheaper rate would more than balance 
the loss in revenue. While this reduction 
in the English Budget will have no direct 
effect upon the Budget of the Irish Free 
“State, indirectly its influence upon the 
price of tobacco in Ireland will be large. 
Doubtless, it will be found convenient to 
nike the same reduction here. The fiscal 
policy of the Free State Government in 
regard to tobacco duties likely to be 
very interesting, in view of the facts that 
Belfast contains the largest tobacco 
lactorvy in the werld and that the 
Northern (rovernment has not the power 
to change existing taxes.

Rum-Running. 


- The smuggling of liquor into America 
in defiance of the Prohibition Laws has 
become a re gular and extensive traffic. The 
West Indies are the favourite base for 
the o er mapa of the “ rum-runners,” and 
prohibition zealots are saying that British 
connivance is doing much to nullify the 
sanctions of American law. What actu- 
ally happens is that a cargo of whiskey 
is shipped from Britain to the Indies, 
and there is stored.
